Bucnarest, June 28.—The Czar has issued 
the following proclamation to the Bulgariaus: 

My troops have crossed the Danube to-day. 
They enter your territory, where they have already 
several times fought for the amelioration of the lot 
of the Christian inhabitants of Turkey. 

Russia stin bears the same love 
and solicitade towards all Christians in 
Turkey as when she secured the liberation of Ser- 
via and Ronmania. I have confided to my army the 
mission of securing the sacred rights of your na- 
tionality which yon have acauired by centaries 
of suffering and the blood of martyrs 
which has soaked Four soil. Russia's 
mission is to build up, not to destroy. She is 
called by the decrees of Providence to conciliate 
and pacify all races and denominations in those 
parts of Bulgaria inhabited by a mixed population. 
Henceforth Russian arms wil] protect every Chris- 
tian against all violence. Not vengeance, but 
strict equity, will guide oar acts. 

The proclamation promises also equal protec- 
tion to the Mussulmans, but impartial justice 
upon known participators iu atrocities. It urges 
the abandonment of intestine dissensions, 
and announces that as fast as the 
Russians advance Turkish rule will be repiaced 
by regular organizations, in which the native 
inhabitants will be summoned to take oP cg

Second—We are not aware that the friends of the 
principles of the College are dissatisfied with its being 
controlled by the present Board. 

Third—** The General |Cougregational) Association 
of lilinela,” whic’ is ena „he body meant by the 
drawers of the petition, has we believe, no corporate 
existence, aud cannot own er ** control” a college or a 
toot of real estate; nor do we Know of a college on 
earth owned aud controlled by a Congregational 
Association. Ibis paper, therefore, asks a sheer impos- 
sibility, owing to (ne ignorance or mistake of the draw- 
ers of the petition. And these insurmountable 
vbdstacies to the prayer of the petitioners did not exits 
the state Congregational Association of lilinots cou 
not adopt aud control Wheaton College, as requested 
by this paper, without bad faith to Beloit, Kaex, and 
Jacksonville Colleges, from which they receive annual 
repurta, and to which they send visiting committees.

ollar of standard weight and fineness is put 10 per 
cent less value than the gold dollar. Thie 
alone should put at rest all question as to whether 
the two metals would approach in value were 
silver remonetized. With the increased demand 
for silver there would be a decreased de- 
mand for gold; and the traffic in this coun- 
try alone would go far toward restoring the equ'- 
librium between the two metals. It is an exceed- 
ingly doubtful matter whether the single standard 
will permanently obtain in Germany. It has 
attended, since the attempt to adopt it, with so 
much distress to the whole people, that it is very 
doubtful whether it will stand. The bi-metailic 
policy of other countries, and the pressure on En- 
gland from India, indicate a popular extension of 
the double standard in various parts of Kurope. 
From the data now at command, we insist it is ev- 
ident that the period is near at hand when silver 
wiil be equal in value—the standard dollar—with 
gold.— Pitsburg Commercial Gazette (Nep.).

GRASSHOPPERS. 


How the Chinese and Philippine Islanders 
Exterminate the Pests—Stretching Nets, 
Burning Rubbish, Etc. 
In March last a letter was dispatched from Tun 
TRIBUNE Office to a gentleman in Hong Kong ask-- 
ing bim for information concerning the Chinese 
methods of destroying locusts. His answer, pub- 
lished below, gives an outline of the means em- 
ployed, which may be operated efficaciously in the 
destruction of the grasshoppers with which the 
Western country has been for years efflicted. 80 
far the only remedy devised has involved time and 
tedious labor, and it is doubtful if hauling a tarred 
iron drag over a field of "hoppers will ever become 
general so as to rid the country of the pest. 
Mr. Souza has kindly forwarded some chilly 
seeds, which Tus Triewnxe holds in trust for farni- 
ers, who will be supplied od demand, as far as they 
will The suggestions of Mr. Souza are com- 
mended to sufferers in the afflicted districta, and 
THs Tatnune hopes that the means proposed by 
him will be Of more practical utility than have 
some that have been earnestly recommended as 
**surecures,”’ but which have, unfortunately, en- 
tirely failed. 
Mr. Souza has published a letter in the China 
Mail, one of the most extensively cireulated papers 
in the Kmpire, asking information, full and ex- 
plicit, as to other schemes employed for the ex- 
termination of the plague throughout China. The 
answers will be promptly forwarded to Tun 
Tripcexs and laid before its readers. 
Mr. Souza's letter to Tux Tunes is as follows: 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Hone Kone, China, May 23, 1877.—I am in re- 
ceipt of your letter of the 28th of March ultimo, 
requesting me to supply you with information re- 
garding the method adopted by the Chinese for the 
extermination of locusts. I am glad to be able to 
inform vou that the (hinese, from time immemo- 
rial, have always successfully destroyed these 
cursed vermin by means of nets throwa across 
their rice-Helds. They also make large pyramids, 
at a distance of one (a quarter of a mile) be- 
tween each other, composed of all sorts of inflam- 
mable rubbish, with a quantity of dry chillies, sal- 
phur, and some tar. On the approach of g cioud 
of locusts the pyramids are all at once set on fire. 
and the dense smoke iwsued therefrom soon makes 
the locusts alter their course, and very often, after 
a short pause in the air, turn backwards and disap- 
pear, even against the current of the wind, if not 
too strong. 
In the Philippines, where the pl is very 
prevalent, the natives have constantly a regular 
deposit of rubbieh, dry leaves, ete., round their 
piantations, ready for the first alarm ef the ap- 
proaching danger. They also fire rockets at the 
cloud of locusts with good effect, and discharge 
firearms loaded with paddy. All locusts 
found in the _ fields are eagerly’ col- 
lected, cured, and devoured by the natives, 
who consider them as one of the best delicacies, 
Under the name of langosta, they are sold in all 
market towns in the Philippines, 
Tac law forbidding thé destruction of birds, and 
the periodical importation of large quantity of 
Chinese martins, which subsist entirely on young 
locusts, have contributed a great deal to the de- 
struction of the insect in the Philippines. 
Dry chillies may be obtaimed in any quantity 
from India at about 20 rupees a picul of 133% 
pounds. I send voa herewith some seeds, which. 
if planted in the beginning of summer, will bear 
fruit in three months, The smoke of the chilly 


will kill any insect.

Court there. This decision will be reviewed 
by the Supreme Court on the motion of the 
Attorney-General, when one of the most 
complicated cases on record will be thorough- 
ly sifted. 

THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY IN IOWA. 

The Implacables counted upon the Iowa 
State Convention to signal the breach in the

80 
far as we know, there has been no effort, 
either public or private, official or individual, 
to deprive the negroes of their right to vote, 
nor to compel them to vote against their con- 
victions and desires, nor in any way to mal- 
treat or misuse them. Would it not, then, be 
infamously unfair to condemn the conduct of 
the President in substituting for a policy 
which had failed one which he believed 
would succeed, and which, up to this time, 
gives more signs of success than of failure ? 
It may be that the President's policy will 
not succeed. If so, there is no doubt that 
he will be among the first to acknowledge it; 
and certainly Tun Tamoxz, which has been 
one of its supporters, will demand another 
change, if thé South shall again become the 
scene of political murders, and the blacks 
shall again be denied the rights secured to 
them by the constitutional amendments. 
Then it will be time for Congfess to come to 
the aid of the President, as suggested by the 
Iowa resolution, With laws that will enable 
him to return to a coercive policy more vig- 
orous and effective than that carried out by 
Gen. Grant. It will depend upon the peo- 
ple of the South whether it shall be neces- 
sory to begin the War all over again. But, 
in contemplating such a contingency, the 
programme of the Haplacables who desire to 
split the Republican party into factions now 
is the surest way to render the party power- 
less if the time shall come when a coercive 
policy must be renewed. This policy could

The Iowa Republicans are divided in 
their opinions as to the merit and 
probable fruition of this policy, so that it 
was fairer and better for them in convention 
to pass it over and await its outcome after a 
trial of its influence. There were some ex- 
tremists on both sides who could not repress 
their partisanship; one of these offered a 
resolution favoring the policy, and another 
immediately offered an amendment negativ- 
ing it. Both these resolutions were réferred 
to the Committee, which reported adversely 
to both. In the meantime, some other en- 
thusiast offered a second resolution approv- 
ing the policy, and it was very prop- 
erly voted down because the subject was 
under consideration in committee; a reso- 
lution condemning the policy would have 
suffered the same fate. Under these circum- 
stances it is deceitful to pretend that a fail- 
ure to pass a resolution directly approving the 
Southern policy is equivalent to a condemna- 
tion thereof. On the contrary, in view of 
the fact that the Implacaule newspapers 
demanded a resolution of condemnation 
and failed to get it, the defeat is rather theirs 
than that of the friends of the Administra- 
tion. The resolution concerning the South 
which was made a part of the platform is as 
follows: 

The permanent pacification of the Southern sec- 
tions of the Union, and the complete protection of 
all citizens in the free enjoyment of all their 
rights, is a duty to which the Republican party 
stands sacredly pledged...

THE IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS. 

At the chose of the Iowa Republican Con- 
vention some pers offered a resolution on 
the question of prehibition which had no 
connection with the platform, no affiliation 
with the purposes ¢ the Convention, and no 
connection with politics of any shade.

If this was not sufficient reason for trying a 
different policy, there was another and an 
imperative reason for it. Congress (the 
House being Democratic) refused to vote 
supplies to the army so long as any. part 
should be employed in sustaining the South- 
ern carpet-baggers, and actually adjourned 
without making any army appropriations in 
order to enforce their condition. The Presi- 
dent was thus rendered powerless to continue 
Gen. Grant’s Southern policy. Instead of 
adding to the troops, which would have been 
necessary in order to sustain the old policy, 
he found himself constrained to reduce the 
army, could barely provide under the law for 
the subsistence of such troops as had to be 
retained, and was stared in the face with the 
certainty that the army would be disbanded 
altogether by the refusal of the next House 
of Representatives (also Democratic) to vote 
supplies, unless he should abandon the GRANT 
policy.

THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY IN IOWA. 

The Implacables counted upon the Iowa 
State Convention to signal the breach in the 
Republican ranks which they hope to make, 
prompted thereto a little by discontent with 
the President’s Southern policy, and a good 
deal by his persistent efforts to reform the 
public service. They supposed they had 
primed the guns, and that it was only neces- 

to apply the fuse. The Iowa Repub- 
licans wisely refused to disgrace their State 
and injure the Republican party by becoming 
the/ toole of a lot of dissatisfied machine 
politicians; and they refused to accede to the 
demands of the Implacable newspapers to 
pass 4 resolution condemning the President's 
policy before it had been tried. They fol- 
lowed the advice of conservative and fair- 
minded men like Senator Krrxwoop and the 
Hon. James F. WILsox, and declined to pass 
any personal resolution either condemn- 
ing or approving the Southern policy. 
The Iowa Republicans are divided in 
their opinions as to the merit and 
probable fruition of this policy, so that it 
was fairer and better for them in convention 
to pass it over and await its outcome after a 
trial of its influence. There were some ex- 
tremists on both sides who could not repress 
their partisanship; one of these offered a 
resolution favoring the policy, and another 
immediately offered an amendment negativ- 
ing it. Both these resolutions were réferred 
to the Committee, which reported adversely 
to both. In the meantime, some other en- 
thusiast offered a second resolution approv- 
ing the policy, and it was very prop- 
erly voted down because the subject was 
under consideration in committee; a reso- 
lution -condemning the policy would have 
suffered the same fate. Under these circum- 
stances it is deceitful to pretend that a fail- 
ure to pass a resolution directly approving the 
Southern policy is equivalent to a condemna- 
tion thereof. On the contrary, in view of 
the fact that the Implacaule newspapers 
demanded a resolution of condemnation 
and failed to get it, the defeat is rather theirs 
than that of the friends of the Administra- 
tion. The resolution concerning the South 
which was made a part of the platform ig as 
follows: : 

The permanent pacification of the Southern sec- 
tiona of the Union, and the complete protection of 
all citizens im the free enjoyment of all their 
rights, is a daty to which the Republican party 
stands sacredly bledged. The power to provide for 
the enforcement of the principles embodied in the 
recent constitutional amendments is vested by 
these amendments in the Congress of the United 
States, and we declare it to be the solemn obliga- 
tion of the Legislative and Executive Departments 
of the Government to put in immediate and vigor- 
ous exercise all their constitutional powers for 
removing any just causes of discontent on the part 
of any class, and for securing to every American 
citizen complete liberty and exact equality in the 
exercise of civil, political, and publicrights. To 
this end we imperatively demand of. Congress and 
of the Chief Executive a courage and fidelity to 
these dutiee which shall not falter until the results 
are placed beyond dispute or recall. 

This is a_resolution on which all Repub- 
licans can unite heartily. The first part of 
it ig almost a repetition of the terms in the 
national platform. Pacification of the South 
and the protection of the blacks is what it 
says and means. That is what the national 
platform said. That is what President 
Hares has construed as a pledge, and what 
he is seeking to realize according to his best 
judgment. The incorporation of this senti- 
ment in the national platform was an ac- 
knowledgment that the pacification of the 
South and the protection of the blacks had 
“not yet been achieved. The President was 
confronted upon his inanguration with a 
poliey which had been tried eight years un- 
der his predecessor, and which had con- 
fessedly failed. This was the policy of sus- 
taining the carpet-bag Governments of the 
South with bayonets and gunboats. There 
were two excellent reasons for not continuing 
it. First, because it had failed. The 
native whites were discontented, rebell- 
ious, and hostile; the oarpet-baggers 
and the troops together had not 
succeeded in saving the blacks from 
being intimidated, whipped, outraged, driven 
away from the polls, and even, murdered. 
If this was not sufficient reason for trying a 
different policy, there was another and an 
imperative reason for it. Congress (the 
House being Democratic) refused.to vote 
supplies to the army so long as any part 
should be employed in sustaining the South- 
ern carpet-baggers, and actually adjourned 
without making any army appropriations in 
order to enforce their condition. The Presi- 
dent was thus rendered powerless to continue 
Gen. Grant's Southern policy. Instead of 
adding to the troops, which would have been 
necessary in order to sustain the old policy, 
he found himself constrained to reduce the 
army, could barely provide under the law for 
the subsistence of such troops as had to be 
retained, and was stared in the face with the 
certainty that the army would be disbanded 
altogether by the refusal of the next House 
of Representatives (also Democratic) to vote 
supplies, unless he should abandon the Grant 
policy. 

It was at this juncture that pacification 
of the whites and protection of the blacks 
were solemnly pledged in the only two 
States where there was any conflict of au- 
thority, if the State Governments were. 
relegated to the natives. The offer was well 
worth trying. Strife had not gsueceeded; 
perhaps conciliation would. The President, 
then, not only interposed no obstacles, but 
even gave a moral support tothe scheme for 
harmonizing the discordant elements in 
these two States. A compromise was ef- 
fected between the rival Legislatures which 
Placed the native white element in control, 
and Govs. Nino and Hamproy, respective- 
ly representing the people of Louisiana and 
South Carolina, gave a guarantee that peace 
should be preserved, that violence should be 
repressed, that crime should be punished, 
that the negroes should have all their 
political rights, that educational facilities 
should be increased and extended to the 
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pardon, bat he manifested a familiarity with |

infamously unfair to condemn the conduct of 
the President in substituting for a policy 
which had failed one which he believed 
would succeed, and which, up to this time, 
signs of success than of failure ? 
It may be that the President's policy will 
not succeed. If so, there is no doubt that 
he will be among the first to acknowledge it; 
and certainly Tax Tarsuxe, which has been 
one of its supporters, will demand another 
change, if the South shall again become the 
scene of political murders, and the blacks 
shall again be denied the rights secured to 
them by the constitutional amendments. 
Then it will be time for Congress to come to 
the aid of the President, as suggested by the 
Iowa resolution, with laws that will enable 
him to return to a coercive policy more vig- 
orous and effective than that carried out by 
Gen. Grant. It will depend upon the peo- 
ple of the South whether it shall be neces- 
sory to begin the War all over again. But, 
in contemplating such a contingency, the 
programme of the Implacables-who desire to 
split the Republican party into factions now 
is the surest way to render the party power- 
less if the time shall come when a coercive 
policy must be renewed. This policy could 
only be revived and rendered effective with 
a Republican Congress, fully jn sympathy 
with the Republican creed that this is a 
Nation and not a League, and fully deter- 
mined to secure to the negroes at any cost 
the political rights and personal protection 
guaranteed them by the Constitution. But 
such a Congress can only be elected by har- 
mony of purpose and unity of action among

THE IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS. 

At the chose of the Iowa Republican Con- 
vention some person offered a resolution on 
the question of prohibition which had no 
connection with the platform, no affiliation 
with the purposes of the Convention, and no 
connection with politics of any shade. - It 
was tagged on to the regular string of reso- 
lutions like a kettle to a dog’s tail, and was 
as much part of the platform as the kettle is 
part of the dog. It reads as follows: 

Resolved, That we are in favor of the rigid en- 
forcement of our present Prohibitory Liquor law, 
andany amendments thereto that will render its 
provisions more effective in the suppression of in- 
temperance. 

As usual, the Prohibitionists of Iowa have 
commenced at the wrong end to solve their 
problem. Let us illustrate. Dividing the 
peopls of Iowa into groups of twenty voters, 
nine of cach group are teetotalers, ten are 
moderate drinkers, and one uses ardent spir- 
its immoderately. The nine never use ardent 
spirits, beer, or wines as a beverage, or eat 
or drink anything in which they enter as an 
element, and they are determined that no 
one else shall. The ten moderate drinkers 
have wine or beer upon their tables, use it 
on festal occasions, keep it in their homes, 
drink when they feel like it, and yet have 
the habit under such control that they are 
never intoxicated, never abuse themselves, 
their families, nor the public, but are just as 
exemplary, law-abiding, sober, and valu- 
able citizens as the nine who only 
drink water, tea, and coffee. The 
one immoderate drinker in this group 
is a curse to the rest of them. There 
is no doubt of that. He abuses himself. He 
deprives his family of protectian and sus- 
tenance. He squanders his property. He 
breaks every law. His habit becomes a spe- 
cies of insanity, which places him not only 


outside the pale of self-respect, but re- 


moves him from all restraint. He is a vio- 
lent, abusive, dangerous, bad man, and a 
public pest, and he ought to be reformed. 
Now how do the nine go to work to effect 
this reform? The rational method would 
be for the nine teetotalers, combining with 
the ten moderates, to bring an influence to 
bear upon this one man that would give him 
a place either among the nine or the ten, 
and there is no doubt that the combined 
efforts of nineteen against one would effect 
this result. Instead of this, however, the 
nine rashly and foolishly seek to sup- 
press the one by bulldozing the ten. 
They not only say to this one man 
Lou shall not drink,” but they also pounce 
upon the ten men, who are just as good 
citizens as they, who violate no laws, who 
are doing as much for the prosperity, mo- 
rality, education, revenue, and general prog- 
ress Of the State as they, and, menacing 
them with constables’ warrants, policemen’s 
clubs, and all the paraphernalia of force, 
say to them. You, too, shall stop drinking.” 
Now whatis the result of this? The ten 
men who are conscious of no wrong, who 
know they are doing no harm to themselves, 
their families, or the public, immediately re- 
sent what is an impertinent interference 
with their private rights. The old Adam, 
which is in every man’s nature, rises, and 
they indignantly reply that they will not 
stop drinking. They scornfully repel the 
efforts of these nine to intermeddle with 
their private affairs, and, to prevent such in- 
solence and such an invasion of their personal 
privileges, they join hands with the one im- 
moderate, and eleven of the group are im- 
mediately arrayed against nine, instead of 
nineteen against one, as inight have been 
the result if the nine had acted in a rational 
manner. This makes an end of prohibition. 
There has never been a time, and there nev- 
er will be, when eleven men will xield to nine 
on aquestion of personal privilege. It has 
been tried over and over again, and it has 
failed every time. Nine men have never yet 
been able to stop eleven men from drinking 
by force, and never will be able. 

The resolution goes further. It declares 
in favor of any amendments that will tend 


to Secure the more rigid enforcement of the 


law, Wecan suggest two amendments that 
are directly in the interests of temperance, 
and that will prevent drunkenness: First, 
let sanitary laws be established and 
enforced, like those in England, which 
severely punish the sale or man- 
ufseture of drugged, impure, or adulterated 
liquors. Second, let the nine unite with the 
ten to secure the substitution of beer and 
light wines for whisky, rum, brandy, and all 
the ardent spirits. This will prove a radical 
remedy for drunkenness, as can be shown by 
reference to France, Germany, Italy, Spain, 
and other countries where only beer and 
light wines are used and intoxication is com- 
paratively unknown. Nearly if not all the 
ten would unite with the nine to bring about 
this substitution, and the result would be the 
almost total disappearance of drunkenness in 
Iowa. The error that the nine make is in 
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| seeking to establish ideal perfection by com- 


pulsion instead of practical good by the use 


of reason and common-sense methods. So 


long as reformers seek to make absolute | Hard- headed Enzlishme 


piety, holiness, or prohibition tests of good- 
ness, the majority of people will mot only 
not agree to it, but will not even believe in 
the theory. The Iowa Prohibitionists have 
made a radical mistake. Brute force never 
reforms, especially when the brute force is 
in the hands of the minority. 

The Springfield Journal, speaking of the 
Illinois Pension Agencies, says : 

Pension Agencies are assumed, in theory, to be 
located with reference to the convenience of pen- 
sioners rather than for the accommodation of the 
Pension Agent, and Miss SwzeEt could as well have 
been assigned to duty at Springfield as Chicago.

It 
supposes that the mail facilities between 
Chicago and other parts of the State 
are bad or defective as compared 
with those of Springfield; but our able and 
esteemed contemporary is in error, and it is 
also in error in supposing it were doing the 
greatest good to the greatest number by 
bringing the office within the local reach of 
the seventy-five or 100 pensioners living at 
Springfield rather than the 2, 600 or 3,000 
pensioners residing in Chicago. We recog- 
nize the gallantry of the suggestion that 
„Miss Swzet couldeas well be removed to 
Springfield,” but it is hardly fair for Spring- 
field to want all the attractive women and 
able men. Springfield has Puruurps for a 
Postmaster and Szxpy and Mnnrr for 
editors, and still is not happy.

Mr. Truesdell Thoroughly Explains the 
Workings of the Great Chicago Relief 
System to the Dazed and Destitute Deni- 
zens of the New Brunswick Capita!--- 
The Broken and Burned---Subscriptions. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Jonx, N. B., June 28.—Ata meeting of the 
Executive Committee, held to-day, Mr. Truesdell, 
of Chicago, explained tpe working of the system 
organized there after the great fire, and gave his 
view of what ought to be done in St. Jobn. He 
suggested that there should be a grand Executive 
Committee, with a Superintendent and a Special 
Committee for Special Cases. The General Relief 
Committee should have one depot, for which 
the rink and warehouse adjoining 
were suitable. The work should. be 
divided into departments; each department should 
have an organized staff of paid employes, —men 
Then there should 
be Visitors, whose duty it would be to inquire per- 
sonally in each case, in order to prevent fraud. If 
the Court-House remained the headquarters of the 
Exectitive Committee, the people should not go 
there at all. They should go to the Rink, which 
ought to be divided off, and seats provided 
for them. They should make their wants 
known to a staff of clerks, who would refer their 
cases to visitors.

A SINGULAR CASE. 

Columns. O., June 28. —One of the most singu- 
lar cases in the annals of criminal law was decided 
to-day by Judge Bingham, in the Common Pleas 
Court. Some years ago Mrs. Sarah M. Victor was 
convicted in the Courts of Cuyahoga County of 
murder in the fret degree. having poisoned her 
brother, and sentenced to be hanged. Sentence 
was coipmuted by the Governor to imprisonment 
for life, Since that time Mrs. Victor has 
been confined in the Ohio Penitentiary. The 
prisoner grew tired of life under such 
circumstances, and spent the hours, mary of them, 
in solitary confinement in constant weeping. In 
January, 1876, she made an application to the 
courts in this city to have the original sentence 
carried out, on the ground that she had not con- 
sented to commutation. The case was without 
parallel in history, and presented itself to the 
court in the shape of a very knotty problem. Judge 
Bingnam, after having the matter under advise- 
ment for eighteen months, rendered an opinion 
holding that Mrs. Victor is in law an escaped pris- 
oner after conviction, and issued an order to the 
Sheriff for ber delivery to the authorities of Cuya- 
hoga County to await action by the court of said 
county. Mrs. Victor will be taken to Cleveland 
soon. 

Attorney-General Little, the legal adviser of the 
Warden of the Penitentiary, subsequently made 
application to the Supreme Court for leave to file a 
petition in error, Which was granted, and a stay of 
execation of Judge Bingham's decisions ordered 
until the case can be definitely heard. Mrs. Victor 
will accordingly remain in the Penitentiary. The 
Opinion of high legal talent is to the effect that 
Judge Bingbain's order will not be sustained by the 
Supreme Court. The case excites great interest 
here. 


THE NEW YORK SMUGGLERS.

New York, June 28.—Another seizure of smus- 
glod goods was made to-day: Once begun, the 
work goes on with marked success.

APPOINTMENTS FROM NEW YORK. 

A good deal has been said about the number 
of appointments to Federal offices from Ohio, 
and the injustice of these comments was re- 
cently demonstrated by a statement showing 
that Ohio has considerably less than her quo- 
ta of Government offices, if these are to be 
parceled out on geographical lines. The allot- 
ment to New York could more fairly be made the 
subject of criticism, particularly under a Repub- 
lican Administration, New York having voted 
against GRANT the first time, and also against 
Hayes at the last election. Ex-Secretary Fisn 
seems to have taken especially good care of 
New-Yorkers in the Departments under his 
control. He gave New York five full foreign’ 
missions, one half mission, the first Secretary of 
Legation to six of the Great Powers in Europe 
and one in China, four Consuls-General, and 
twenty-one Consuls. This list of foreign ap- 
pointments from one State suggests that possi- 
bly the Democrats may be able to carry New 
York because so many Republican voters are 
abroad in the diplomatic scrvice. Secretary 
Fisa also used the State Department for the ad- 
vantage of New York, as he appointed sixteen 
New-Yorkers as clerks, half a dozen of whom 
were chiefs. That we may not be accused of 
speaking at haphazard, we subjoin the names of 
the New York appointments made by ex-Secre- 
tary Fisn, himself a New Yorker:

The wheat cultard iu Caltfor- 
nia haa developed wonderfully, and will doubtless con- 
tinue to do so. with occasional recessions like the pennt 
one. It should be understood that wheat-raising 2 
California is carried oa differently from the m 
adopted in the Eastern States in many respects. and

men who are not regular farmers, but speculators, who 
hire the land and the capital to work it. If the 
season is propitious and there is sufficient rainfail, the 
rufits are enormous. enough in some instances to pay 
or land. working, machinery, and alle x penaes beside. If, 
however, the season proves to be adry one, the speculater 


„loses his seed and labor, and, not unfreqnentiy, his cap-

DO CITIZENS ALONE COMPOSE IT! 
We would not venture to say; but this we know, 
that the men who manage the caucus are not asual- 
ly supposed to be exciisive, and that Jew and 
entile, the citizen who ts, and ihe patriot whe in 
advance is ütting himself-to be a citizen by 
voting as Opportunity @flers, are all likely to be 
welcomed if known to ve sound and safe. In 
short, the caucus as a practical fact is often as far

on a member of. Congress. 
THE DESIRE FOR OFFICE 
should be for the purpose for what it is established, 
namely: for the public benefit. To desire it for 
that purpose is honorable; to seek it for any other 
is, to gay the least, not commendable. It will, 
therefore, naturally be mortifying to the young 
man of honorable aspirations to encounter a low 
tone of public morals which countenances things 
in public affairs which would be scorned in business 
transactions. The fact that he will encounter them 
is as notorious as it is lamentable, and the chief 
cause that now fosters it is the idea that govern- 
ment patronage is a species of property, which is 
won by the success of certain labor, and which in 
some ite must be made to pay for the labor. And 
if official compensation only pays for official ser- 
vices, how are other services to be compensated 
unless ig methods which in business would be 
thought dishonest? Patriotism has her demands 
here, ag clear and imperative as ever summoned 
men to the battle-field: and though the call may 
not, like a bugie- blast, send the hot blood bound- 
ing through the veins, it may at least inspire an 
active willingnese to pay in honest and faithful 
political action some of the debt which every man 
owes to his country. 
And to the thoughtful young man who hopes that 
his influence in pablic affairs may not be unimpor- 
tant this question is addressed: Is not there in 
State affairs within each individual State a field of 


ANOTHER MURDER. | 


An Inoffensive Young Man Killed While 
Aiding a Policeman, 


Whe Was Trying to Stop a Row at 
Maskell Hall. 


Four of the Rioters under Ar- 
rest. 


Another murder, entirely unprovoked and cause- 


less, is recorded on the crimmal calendar of Cook 
County. The tragedy occurred very late on Wed- 
nesday night at Maskell Hall, corner of Jackson 
and Desplaines streets, and the victim was a young 
fellow who attempted to assist a police officer who 
was in the hands of half adozem young roughs. 
Fortunately the ringleaders of the gang were cap- 
tured and are in custody. While there still re- 
mains a doubt as to the person by whom the fatal 
blow was inilicted, there is reason to believe that 
he will not long remarm hidden, and the police en- 
tertain strong hopes thatthe murderer may ulti- 
mately be brought to justice. 

At 10:15 p. m. on Wednesday a crowd consisting 
of abont ten young men left a saloon on May 
street, where a had been drinking, and started 
for Maskell Hall, where a fair was in progress. 
They were just drank enough to be ugiy,—just 
mean enough to force a fight upon a peaceabie citi- 
zen. Arrived at the hall, they demanded free ad- 
mission, and, this being refused, one of the gang 
incontinently Knocked down the dootkeeper, Me. 

. J. McGrath. The man who was as 
saulted called for assistance, and several 
persons came out of the hall to see what was go- 
ing on. At this moment Officeg Davis arrived. 
and, learning the cause of the trouble, proceeded 
to arrest one of the scoundrels, whose pame was 
afterwards ascertained to be William Parks. The 
mob instantiy united in an attack upon the officer, 
who-was unable to defend himself, and, seeing 
this, a young man who was standing by hastened 
to his assistance. One of the gang picked up a 
heavy stone, wulch he threw with great force at 
tne new-comer, who received the

and dropped unconscious to the ground. The 
cowardly ruffians then ran otf, but several of them 
were captured by the police and lodged in the 
Union Street Station. 8 

The injured man was carried into an adjacent 
saloon. and Dr. Dunne was summoned. He found 
the man suffering froma terrible wound, and or- 
dered his removal to the house of a friend at No. 
254 South May street. The extentof the injury 
was scarcely realized at this time, but three hours 
later the poor fellow breathed his last. The house 
to which he was taken was that of a young woman 
whom he had accompanied to the fair. 
and whose acquaintance with him seem- 
eu to be very slight. She was 
unable to furnish his name, and the police, on 
searching his pockets, found a number of letters 
differently addressed.
